older son was the first of the Graham family
sthich, after n few generations, dropped the
prefix “de,* and his family has since remalned
one of the most Important of tho * dshatable
ground " between England aod Scotland, Sir
Itobert James Stuart Graham is the presont
lord of the house of the Grahnms of Esk, and
fs recognized by Burke as one of two claimants
to the eatates of Strathern and Aunandale.

Wealth passed away from the @ratinms of
Esk In 17567, and the estates becamo the prop-
erty of the tirahams of Netherby, by the will
of Lady Widdington, who devised the estntes to
the uncle of the greatgrandfather of the Brook-
Iyn reprosentative of the family Instead of to
the direct helr. The thied Vicount I'reston dled
without lssue, and the estate went to his two
aunts, Lady Widdlogton and the Ton, Mary
Busan Graham, an old mald., The two womoen
noever approved of the life led by thelr nephow,
#so, &b thelr death the estate went not to hilm,
but to hils uncle,

Inthis way the wealth of the Grahnius was
concentrated In the fumily of Netherly, and not
in that of Esk, and there was from that time
bitter enmity betweon them. The estate of
Netherby ylelds to the present head of 1, Sir
Richiard James Graham, s yearly income of
$150,000, In addition te the reventes from the
conl mines. He was the purtner of the UPrince
of Wales In s racing stable, and hls sister, Vio-
let Hermlone Graham, Is the wife of the Duke of
Montrose, and *Mr. Gralinm" o©f Brooklyn
told & Bus reporter yesterday that while the
I'ake of Montroso's sy pathies, from the polnt
of tamily doscent, were with the Esk branch of
the family, that his marringe to Miss Grabam
bad ldentified blm with the Netherby luleresta,

The estate of Notherby was bought In abous
1630 by Richard Graham, who Lad Leen ereated
n baronet in the year before, This Sir Hichard

aubseguently distingulshied himself under the
Kiog's banner, and at the battle of FEage Hill be
wis seriously wounded sud lay all night nmong
the deud._ Throvgn this aucestor the valuatle
edtnte of Netherby came firest into the family of
the Grahnms of Esk, to be diverted frow them
by the will of Lady W iddington.

e present head of the Esk branch of the
family le 61 years old, but in spite of Lie gray
halr he looked ten years younger ns ho sat in
tho little ofMice In Hrookiyn yesterday and
talked to Tk SuN reporter of =ome of thecurls
